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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 35-36 are rewritten in independent form. Claims 1-30 are cancelled. After 
amending the claims as set forth above, claims 3 1-36 are now pending in this application. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 35-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Applicants amended claim 35 to include all of the limitations of claim 16, and 
amended claim 36 to include all of the limitations of claim 18. Applicants respectfully 
submit that claims 35-36 are now in condition for allowance. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Meguro et al. (4,687,777). Claims 16 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Meguro et al. (4,687,777) in view of Windholz et al. (Merck Index). 

Claims 9, 16, 18, and 24 are cancelled. Thus, the claim rejections are now moot. 

Conclusion 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
